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Ix THE death of Joseph Chamberlain Great Britain 
has lost one of the few great men who grew out of 
business into politics. Mr. Chamber- 

Chamberlain jain was a successful manufacturer of 
te with .-rews in Birmingham, England, before 

a Vision: he entefed into the life work which cov- 
ered a span of over forty years, thirty-eight of which 
he was a member of Parliament, although since 1906, 
when he suffered a stroke of paralysis, he did not take 
any active part in the sessions. The great motive be- 
hind his political life, full of battles, full of victories, 
full of defeats, was the vision of a great British im- 
perial federation united by means of a protective tariff, 
with preferential duties between the Mother Country 
and the colonies. 

Although Great Britain rejected his method of ac- 
complishing this end, he did see at least a partial ful- 
fillment of his vision. Canada became a Dominion, 
Australasia likewise was united into one common- 
wealth instead of several provinces fighting each other 
—and this was due largely to the efforts of Joseph 
Chamberlain. 

He did succeed in overcoming the natural tendency 
toward disintegration, due to the growth of the great 
dominions in wealth, population and nationalistic. am- 
bitions. 

In most respects Joseph Chamberlain was a typical 
British statesman. But it is as the man with the vision 
—the man who thought in large imperial terms, that 
he impressed the imagination of England as well as 
of the world. 

\side from this, his death is of peculiar interest to 
Americans because his fortune was made out of an 
American invention to which his firm secured the 
British patents, thereby practically obtaining a mo- 
nopoly of the metal screw business of his country. 
His widow, furthermore, was the daughter of Wil- 
liam C. Endicott, Secretary of War in President 
Cleveland’s first cabinet.

Simmons, of the Simmons Hardware Company, and 
others of similar high standing, is an indication that 
“big” men—those who control the destinies of great 
enterprises, financial, industrial and commercial—are 
doing their part toward bringing back Prosperity. 

These men realize that the fundamental conditions 
of the country are sound. They also know that it re- 
quires confidence upon the part of the general public 
in order to attain the hoped-for “good times.” 

No one—may he wish ever so much to boost—is 
willing to jeopardize his Own interests, so the very fact 
that banks are letting their cash go out freely for legiti- 
mate investments—in loans to industrial, transporta- 
tion and commercial enterprises at fairly low rates—

If this were not the case, two occur- 
rences like the Claflin failure and the destruction of 
Salem, Massachusetts, by fire would have been the 
cause of a much more marked weakness in the money 
market. 

It is a matter of fact, that within a day or two 
after the Claflin failure, conditions in Wall Street were 
back to the same point where they were before the 
failure, and so far as indications went, the Salem fire 
might never have happened. 

With particular regard to the Claflin failure which 
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by some ‘calamity howlers” has been cited as one of 
the instances of the “inevitable” results of the financial 
policy of the present administration, it is only fair to 
state that the almost universal opinion of men who 
are really posted, is that the H. B. Claflin Company 
failed because of over-expansion and a faulty system 
of capitalization. 

The constituent companies which operate retail 
stores in various cities did not pay cash for their mer- 
chandise. The account was settled by notes issued by 
the respective stores to the Claflin Company. These 
notes received the endorsement of the Claflin Com- 
pany and were then presented for discount to various 


banks throughout the country. Until within a com- _ 


paratively short time ago, these Claflin notes were re- 
garded as in the highest class of securities, but the 
enactment of the Federal Reserve Law evidently made 
a change in the policy of the banks with regard to just 
this sort of notes, and this was given as the principal 
reason by men who are in a position to know, for the 
failure of the company: The notes issued by the con- 
stituent retail stores and endorsed by the Claflin Com- 
pany were really “one name paper’; that is, the 
maker and endorser of the notes were one and the 
same person. As the Federal Reserve Law distinctly 
provides for actual “two name paper” to be used as 
security, the Claflin notes lost their former high stand- 
ing with the country banks and when these banks be- 
gan to put their assets into liquid shape to meet the 
requirements of the new law, it became encumbent 
upon the H. B. Claflin Company to make good on their 
endorsements, which they failed to do. 








Too Muct credit is frequently given the hardware 

clerk with the “biggest book.” Now, in many in- 

stances, the biggest book owes its exist- 

The Biggest €Nce to nothing more than the biggest 

Book. nerve, or the biggest desire to stand in 

with the boss. In a large number of 

cases the biggest book is a positive indication of the 

biggest lack of conscience, which, if tolerated, will 
point an unerring finger at Failure. 

The hardware dealer should watch the man with 
the biggest book for various good reasons. 

A clerk's duty to his employer has not been per- 
formed by the mere selling of a bill of goods—many 
children could do this much. 

The work of the intelligent hardware clerk is to 
accord such treatment to the customer that he will 
remain a permanent patron of the store. 

If in any way his conduct does not accomplish this 
end, the clerk is a serious detriment and should be 
eliminated. 

It would be better to pay this man his wages and let 
him go fishing than to have him within sight of the 
patrons. 

Too many hardware dealers take up the cudgel in 
defense of their clerks without even taking the pains 
to look into the merits of a given case. 

They look upon a complaint as a reflection upon the 
store and lose sight of the fact that the clerk may pos- 
sibly be to blame and that the customer may have just 
cause to complain. 

Do you realize that the clerk who goes out after the 





largest book must use the most extreme care not to 
offend that class of trade which is most worth having? 

As a man of experience you should know that good 
cash or good-as-cash customers will not suffer you; 
employes to force goods upon them or to hasten them 
in their decision on a particular article. 

The flippant, over-confident, wise and “nervy” clerk 
may turn in double the amount of sales at closing time. 
But have an eye on him, listen to his line of talk, fee 
out his system, and the chances are dollars to Mexican 
noodles that your eyes will be opened to the fact that 
the biggest book may spring the biggest leak. 

If the man who sells the largest amount of goods in 
your store is also the most courteous to your custom- 
ers and the most considerate of the truth—then you 
have a big man and a jewel, and you had better hold 
on to him and show appreciation for his services, not 
in words, but in the stuff that counts. 

But don’t let the big book alone raise him in your 
opinicn. 

Good clerks are a valuable asset to any store. 

They can create trade that thousands of dollars spent 
in advertising could not create. 

The hardware dealer who has the association of 
good clerks in his store should consider himself very 
fortunate, for good hardware clerks are not easily 
found. 

Perhaps, as William T. Gormley said recently to the 
writer, it is much easier to take a boy just starting to 
work and train him into a hardware clerk than to hire 
a clerk who will meet your ideals. 

The hardware clerk is not solely to blame. 

He has a new boss every so often and must meet 
the demands of each new master and his ideas of an 
ideal clerk are so. vastly different that it is hard for 
the clerk who gets into the habit of doing things for 
one employer to immediately change about to meet the 
requirements of his new superior. 

One of the principal faults of the hardware clerk 
who sells the highest amount is lack of consideration. 

Another is the inclination to step lightly over the 
truth, to evade and avoid questions put to him by cus- 
tomers, and even, in some instances, to misrepresent 
facts. 

And still another failing of the headliner is haste, 
which necessarily implies and carries with it a woeful 
lack of consideration. 

Remember that every customer who enters your 
store is a man or a woman who is favorably impressed 
by something about you, your business or your 
methods. 

This patron, like the bird in the hand, of which our 
grandfathers told us on their knees, is worth two in 
the bush. 

You have him. 

Why drive him away from your place—or why 
permit your clerk to do so? 

You can lose customers much faster than you can 
get them. 

Encourage the big book; it’s a good thing. 

But it must not be made at the expense of soured 
patrons. 

And in the meantime don’t despise the quiet, old- 
fashioned fellow who saws wood and gives his time

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SCIENTIFICALLY CONSTRUCTED OAK 
STOVES. 

The Gohman Brothers & Kahler Company, New 
Albany, Indiana, have added three new Oak stoves to 
their already large line of “Pointer” stoves and ranges. 

These new stoves are heavily constructed, of select- 
ed pig iron, and have full size fire-pots, with tongue and 
cup joints to the base. The grates are of the draw 
center variety and are so built that they can be re- 
moved, without disturbing other parts of the stove. 
The drums are made of polished blue steel and are 
flanged on the bottom edge. In mounting the drum 
is forced over a deep flange on the fire pot, into a ce- 
ment cup joint. A deflector ring is then drawn down 
on top of the body flange with bolts. This construc- 
tion is said to make an absolutely air tight joint, which 
cannot open or leak. The ash and fire doors are 
equipped with gravity handles and the ash door is 
drilled to a separable hinge, which is bolted to the base 
and which effects a considerable saving of fuel. 

The additions to the “Pointer” line are made in four 
sizes and are known as the Park Pointer, Gold Pointer 
and Ebony Pointer. The Park Pointer is a “full 
nickeled” stove; has nickel foot rails, screw registers, 
pilasters, name plate, iron top, urn and ring. The Gold 
Pointer and Ebony Pointer are of the same construc- 
tion, but are not so replete with nickel trimmings. 

Gohman Brothers & Kahler Company, also make 
“Pointer” kitchen ranges, “Pointer” laundry and 
“Pointer” cannon stoves. 

In spite of the excellent construction and workman- 
ship, the “Pointer” line of stoves and ranges are very 
moderately priced.

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RIVETING WITHOUT RIVETS. 

Sounds like an unreasonable proposition, doesn’t it. 
But as a matter of fact, it is being done every day, and 
thousands of times each day. 

Strictly speaking, of course, it isn’t riveting,. but 
the process results in even stronger “joints” than the 
best rivet could make. 

“Spot welding’ is the technical expression for the 
method now being adopted in factories where great 
quantities of metal pieces are being joined together. It 
is done by the use of electricity by which one piece at 
the “spot” is fused together—“welded” if you please— 
with the other piece of metal, and at the same time 
applying sufficient pressure to force the particles of 
molten metal together. 

The principle of this electric welding process is very 
simple. It is a well known fact that a poor conductor 
of electricity will offer so much resistance to the flow 
of the current that it will become heated, the degree of 
heat depending upon the strength of the current and 
the “resistance” of the “conductor.” Copper carries 
the current with very little resistance. But place a 
piece of iron in the circuit, and you will at once note 
that the iron gets warmer, until if the current is 
strong enough and the iron “conductor” is small 
enough the iron will quickly become hot enough to 
melt or to become “welded.” 

In “spot welding” a large volume of current at a 
very low voltage—so low that one cannot feel it— 
passes through a pair of copper die points. Two 
pieces of sheet metal are placed between these two 





points and when the current is applied the metal sheets 
offer so much resistance that instantly they become 
hot at the point of contact with the copper. The hotter 
the metal the greater the resistance, until the metal 
between the dies reaches the welding temperature. At 
this time pressure is brought to bear and the molecules 
of molten metal are forced together, thus making a 


solid one-piece “joint” or “weld.” 





How Spot Welding Appears. 


The illustration shows a “double” weld and also 
how the weld appears when the two sheets are being 
forced apart. 

The new method has reached its present high state 
of perfection very largely through the invention of the 
Toledo Electric Welding Machines, which have made 
it possible to perform work of this character in much 
less time and much more satisfactory than was thought 
even probable a few years ago.

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Keep Abreast of the Changing Seasons— 
Quality Talk That Produces Sales

There has been a great deal of aimless talking about 
the “quality argument” in selling goods and in particu- 
lar in connection with the 
question of mail order 
house competition. 

It is all very well to say 
that a _ retail hardware 
dealer should “talk quality” 
with his customer — but 
how should he talk it, and 
how should he back up his 
assertions? For without 
facts behind his statements, 
all his talking will avail 





him nothing. 

Possibly I can best illustrate this by citing 
a personal experience. One of our customers 
sent Mr. A. with a letter to me saying that 
Mr. A., who was a regular customer of this 
retailer, wanted to buy a bill of builders’ hardware— 
locks, doorknobs, hinges, etc. The letter further stated 
that Mr. A. was building a rather fine home for him- 
self, and that between them they had figured that the 
bill would amount to somewhere around $40.00. The 
retailer did not have much of a stock in this line, so 
he sent Mr. A. to us rather than have him go to one 
of the big city retail stores. 

I looked Mr. A. over and after a few remarks as to 
the class of a house he was building he told me that 
he thought $40.00 ought to cover what he needed. 

“Oh, yes,” I said, “$40.00 will cover it easily, pro- 
vided you take only what you need. In fact, $20.00 
will be plenty. But why do you want to fit your house 
out with hardware of a lower class than you are put- 
ting into the construction? You won't be satisfied 
after the place is finished, and in a year, or perhaps 
less, you will blame me for letting you choose such 
an indifferent grade of fittings for such a finé house.” 

Then I went ahead and showed him the kind of 
locks he could buy in an outfit for $25.00, followed by 
the $40.00 quality, and then led him up step by step 
to $120.00, which was the amount he finally decided 
to spend. 

One of the items was that of doorknobs for the 
second floor rooms. He thought an ordinary black 
enamel knob ought to do, but I suggested he try glass 
knobs on his wife’s room, for all three doors, and if 
she didn’t like the effect, he might return them and 
we would make a refund of the difference. He bought 
glass knobs for the entire upstairs, sending back the 
black ones for exchange when his wife had seen how 
fine the glass looked in combination with the white 
woodwork. 


What I mean to infer by this little experienc—one 





quality effectively unless you give your customer an 
opportunity for actual comparison. 

Supposing this customer of whom we have |een 
speaking had his mind fairly well set on the black 
doorknobs, and I had not shown them to him, but had 
started to talk him over to buy brass or glass knobs, 
all my talk would have been of little avail. He would 
have formed the idea that either I did not have the 
black knobs in stock or there was no profit to me in 
the sale, and that would have made it almost impos- 
sible for me to persuade him to take what I wanted to 
sell him. 

As it happened—he bought what I wished to sell, 
because I gave him an opportunity to compare the 
appearance of the two knobs and—possibly fully as 
much for this reason—because I appealed to his self 
esteem, his pride, his love for his wife, his desire to 
and that brought him to think my way. 





please her 

I have heard it said that a really successful sales- 
man never “makes a sale,” but that he succeeds in 
inducing the customer to “make a purchase.” 

Possibly that is a “distinction without a difference,” 
and yet, I cannot but feel that in order for a sale to 
“stay put,” the transaction must be entirely voluntary 
on the part of the customer, and that a real sale is 
made only when the customer and the salesman thor- 
oughly agree with regard to the article. 

Otherwise there is always a likelihood of dissatis- 
faction on the part of the purchaser, and where dis- 
satisfaction exists there will always be fault-finding, 
which in the majority of cases will result either in hav- 
ing the article returned for repairs which the dealer 
should not be required to make, or for complete re- 
fund of the purchase price, or in the absolute loss of 
the customer. 

I know that some will advocate the rule which ts 
said to obtain in some stores: “Sell the customer. 
Don’t miss a sale.” But I do not think that such 2 
policy is likely to build a successful business in the 
average rural locality—nor for that matter in any lo- 
cality where business depends on regular trade, and | 
would not care to say that even with transient trade 
will such a procedure be justifiable. 

It is true that it requires a higher type of salesman- 
ship to “make sales” of the former kind, but is that 
any reason why we should not strive to do our bus'- 
ness on that basis? 


If we follow only the road of least resistance, bus'- 
ness ethics and business morals and business principles 
are bound to deteriorate, and this is something which 
every one who is engaged in selling should do his ut- 
most to prevent. 

Just to epitomize: Don’t “argue” with your cus- 
tomer, but show him by actual comparison the differ- 
ence in quality between what he has in mind to buy and 
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what you really feel would suit his purpose best, at the 
price he can afford to pay. 

Don’t try to “put it over.” The customer will find 
out, sooner or later, that you “made a sell” oa him, and 
that is very likely to result in losing him as a customer.

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LESS HAZARD MEANS SMALLER FIRE 
INSURANCE PREMIUMS. 





The Fire *Prevention Committee of the National 
Hardware Association of the United States, of which 
Powell Evans of the Merchant & Evans Company, 
Philadelphia, is chairman, has prepared the following 
very valuable suggestions for the purpose of minimiz- 
ing fire hazards: 

FIRE PREVENTION. 

We feel this is one of the most important both life 
and economic problems in the country at this time. 
You can do good service both in your own interest and 
in the interest of your ¢ommniunity in this matter by 
first caring for the fire hazard of your own property, 
and then helping in any general local movement to care 
for this community hazard. Adequate care for your 
own property demands that you study and act on the 
following items: 

(1) Exposure Hazard: This danger from sur- 
rounding property is a heavy charge in every average 
city insurance survey and rate amounting often to 
one-third of the whole charge. Study your location 
and your exposure hazard thereon and the reasonable 
means of bettering your own property (such as fire- 
proofing doors and windows and outside walls, ex- 
tending fire walls above the roof, non-combustible 
roofs, etc.), so as to minimize this physical exposure 
hazard and consequent Insurance rate. 

(2) Construction: A large part of your Insurance 
survey and rate is always based on deficiencies in 
physical construction of your property. Study this 
(such as unprotected vertical and horizontal open- 
ings, too large areas undivided by fire walls, concealed 
spaces, etc.) and ascertain how they may be reason- 
ably remedied, and how such improvements will re- 
duce your Insurance rate. 

(3) Protection: The best located and constructed 
property in the world without adequate fire alarm and 
extinguishing facilities on the average ultimately suf- 
fers undue fire waste, either in buildings or contents 
or both. A cast iron stove won’t burn but it is burn- 
Ing up contents constantly. Study the deficiencies of 
your property in this respect as items in your Insur- 
ance survey and rate, and better them (by installing 
metal waste and ash cans, fire buckets, chemical ex- 
tinguishers, automatic sprinkler or standpipe, etc.) and 
you may find the investment highly profitable in the 
reduced hazard and rate. 

_ ‘4) Oceufpancy: Every business has inherent in 
it certain dangerous fire hazard characteristics. Study 
the nature of your business and properly care for and 
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isolate materials or processes which may unduly oc- 
casion or accelerate fires. Such action properly taken 
should certainly reflect itself in a reduced Insurance 
rate. 

(5) Virtually all property must be heated, lighted 
and ventilated these days, and all this equipment, in 
addition to special apparatus required by almost every 
business, has fire hazard. Study the character of your 
equipment thoroughly before purchasing, and better 
that which you now have—all of which should reflect 
reduction in your Insurance rate. 

(6) Management: Keep your property clean. Half 
of all American fire waste comes from careless accu- 
mulation of dirt and rubbish and disorder. Teach 
your people cleanliness and order and organize them 
to detect and extinguish fire and how to call the public 
fire department quickly when necessity requires. 

Each one of you can apply in your factory, ware- 
house or home the above correctives, which constitute 
the essentials of Fire Prevention. You can also join 
any other good movements in community action to 
carry out the above program and to study and get pre- 
pared and enforced reasonable legal regulations where- 
by such correctives may be demanded in the law, and 
finally can back up your public officials in seeing that 
they are applied. Insurance will be reduced and your 
community cost in time will become lower in life, 
health and property loss. 

The National Fire Protection Association (87 Milk 
St., Boston), will advise you upon request how to or- 
ganize a local chapter in their Association to accom- 
plish the above aims. The Record of the first National 
Fire Prevention Convention, held in this City last 
October, gives in detail most valuable information on 
this entire subject. It was compiled at large expense 
and a copy can be procured for $1.00 from the of- 
ficers of that Association.

A good window display offers one of the most 
advantageous methods of advertising for the retailer. 
In order to accomplish its purpose, it must arrest the 
attention of the passerby. If it is the same as all those 
near it, or if it remains the same too long it loses its 
advertising value. 

Prospective customers passing the same display day 
by day are not attracted and their attention is not 
retained. A display which would otherwise be good 
may lose its value easily by too long use. 

It is well to change the display at least once a week, 
since as a rule the customer will have gleaned all the 
information he cares for from the display in that time. 
The display becomes a matter of memory for the man 
who passes often and he takes no further note of it. 
It is time then to get something that will regain the 
interest of the customer. 

When this happens the display no longer appeals to 
the customer in the way it did before, and its value 
as an advertisement suffers as a consequence. But 
by a judicious selection of some feature of interest 
each week much may be gained in the general useful- 
ness and material results of window displays. 

The dealer will experience little difficulty in chang- 
ing his display weekly. The time and effort spent in 
this way will be readily repaid in sales. As to the 
material required for such a change, the hardware 
store carries such a variety of articles that it should be 
fairly easy to select a different line and feature it each 
week, 

It is well, of course, not to attempt to show too great 
a variety of different articles in one display, since this 
takes away from the good appearance of the display. 

AMERICAN ARTISAN’S contest for window displays 
has benefits which are twofold.

There is a great deal that hardware dealers should 
know about the various kinds of preserving kettles 
and as this is the season when they are in the greatest 
demand, no time should be lost in becoming acquaint- 
ed with the peculiar characteristics of the several ma- 
terials from which preserving utensils are made. 
~ Enamelware is very extensively used and is a fa- 
vorite among housewives, not only because it 
is popular priced, but because it is light and conveni- 
ent to handle. It must, however, be borne in mind that 
there is inferior as well as good enamelware and that 
“Agate” ware is not synonymous with enamelware— 
it is in a class by itself.

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PARCEL POST NOT A SUCCESS IN NEBRASKA. 


Nowhere in the country was there so much popular 
boosting of the parcel post idea as in Kansas and Ne- 
braska and nowhere was the fight between the rural 
consumer and the regular retail merchant fought out 
more bitterly or more emphatically won by the con- 
sumer. But it looks, according to J. Frank Barr, Sec- 
retary of the Federation of Nebraska Retailers, as 
though it was falling short of expectations in that 
region. In an official statement in the official organ of 
the Federation, Mr. Barr writes: 

“We were told that when parcel post would be put 
in operation, much of the high cost of living would 
be eliminated by a short cut in the channel of distri- 
bution from the producer to the consumer. 

“We were told that the farmer could ‘mail’ his but- 
ter, eggs, poultry and vegetables to the consumer in the 
towns or cities, get a greater price for what he had to 
sell and the consumer at the same time would be able 
to get absolutely fresh goods and at a less price than 
formerly through the old system. In short, the retailer 
would be entirely eliminated. 

“Let us see what some of the results have been. 
Several attempts have been made to ship eggs by par- 
cel post with disastrous results. The eggs were re- 
ceived all right, but the housewife preferred to pre- 
pare her eggs in her own way and not have them 
scrambled by Uncle Sam. She will use no other than 
good butter, but learning that Farmer Jones will sell 
her butter ‘from the farm at a saving of six cents a 
pound, orders five pounds (buys money order and 
mails it, but waits nearly.a week before she gets the 
butter). The butter is received—but such an article. 
Dad and the children have been accustomed to eating 
good butter and the poor housewife in her efforts to 
cut down the amount of the grocer’s bill has again 
made a failure! 

“Convenience and satisfaction enter largely into the 
question of distribution and the small additional cost 
of this kind of service rendered by the home mer- 
chant should be borne willingly by the consuming 
public.”’

Helpful Hints for the Advertisement Writer 








On account of the changing sentiments of the pub- 
lic, it is practically impossible to lay down cut and 
dried rules for the preparation of effective advertise- 
ments. 

But it is possible to state a few of the features that 
are absolutely essential to any retail advertisement, in 
order for it to be worth its salt. The advertisement 
must be arranged so that it-can be noticed. The copy 
must be written so that it will be read and should be 
convincing enough to be believed. 

The ice cream freezer advertisement of the Knight 
& Wall Company, Tampa, Florida, reproduced here- 
with, occupied a six-inch double column space in the

The reading matter appearing directly below the 
prominently displayed word “Freezer” follows up the 
advantage gained by the heading and cut, and advises 
the reader of a sure way to get pure ice cream. A 
subtle attempt is then made to convince the reader that 
the Lightning is “the” freezer to use, giving as reasons 
the facts that it makes rich, smooth and velvety ice 
‘ream, easily and quickly. Prices on Lightning ice 











cream freezers of various capacities are displayed in 
such a manner as to give the ad an evenly balanced 
appearance, as well as making it a simple matter for 
the reader to ascertain the price of any size from one 
pint to fourteen quarts. 

Letting prospective customers know that they have 
three telephones and that they make prompt deliveries 
by motorcycle, was a very good idea of the person who 
wrote Knight & Wall Company’s advertisement, for it 
helps to give the reader the impression that this hard- 
ware store is up to date. 

The name of the advertisers is sufficiently prominent, 
but the address is not complete. Tampa, Florida, has 
approximately forty thousand inhabitants. We doubt 
whether all these people knaw the exact location of the 
establishment of the Knight & Wall Company and for 
this reason believe that the exact location—name of 
street and number of building—would not be amiss.

worthy of more space than that afforded it. The 
headline “July 6, 1914,” cannot be considered an ideal 
one for calling the attention of readers to an adver- 
tisement, in which is offered a life-size picture valued 
at $1.25, free of charge. 

The matter contained in the body of this advertise- 
ment is well written and offers some very strong in- 
ducements for the reader to trade at F. N. Hotaling’s 
grocery and hardware store. Some of the statements 
should have been made more prominent than others. 
This could easily have been accomplished if the body 
was printed in a lighter faced type and the space de- 
voted to the display of the name and location of the 
advertiser—which, by the way, represents almost half 
of the space allotted to the entire advertisement—was 
somewhat reduced. 

As the ad now appears, the only statements that a 
casual’ reader would “notice” are: “July 6, 1914,” 
and the name and address. This is not sufficient, for, 
in order that an ad might successfully accomplish its 
purpose, the whole of it must be “noticed” even by a 
casual reader.

ANOTHER SOLUTION OF RANGE BOILER 
PROBLEM. 


Evidently the problem which Johnson Brothers and 
Sasse, St. Charles, Minnesota, presented on page 35 of 
the June 6th issue of AMERICAN ARTISAN is of more 
than ordinary interest, for not a week has passed with- 
out at least one letter or solution being received. 

The difficulty which Johnson Brothers and Sasse en- 
countered was described by them in this manner: 

“The trouble with the job is that the water, when 
drawn off at the bath tub, flows through the range 
boiler the wrong way. That is, it flows from top of 
boiler until about one-quarter emptied and then seems 
to flow from bottom of boiler and therefore we get 
cold water.”

GOOD BOOK BADLY NAMED. 


“Frogressive Furnace Heating” is the name of a 
manual recently prepared by Alfred E. King. The cir- 
cular announcing the publication says that the book will 
equip the “furnace” worker and contractor to avoid 
“old ruts,” but the title would rather indicate that nei- 
ther the author nor the publishers are rightly to be 
classed as “progressive,” for they are not even up to 
date in their choice of name for the book, inasmuch as 
for considerable time it has been under discussion, and 
finally decided upon by the National Heating and 
Ventilating Association, to abolish the use of “hot 
ar’ and “furnace” in connection with heating plants, 
ising warm air, and to substitute therefor “warm air

heaters, 

It is unfortunate that there should have been this 
oversight and seeming carelessness in the preparation 
of the book all the way through; there are several in- 
stances where “furnace” and “hot air” are combined ;

In many sections of the country there is a consider- 
able quantity of lime in the public water supply, which, 
while not injurious to the health, has a detrimental 
effect upon certain devices used for heating water.

SYMONDS’ WARM AIR REGISTER. 


The efficiency of a warm-air register is dependent 
on the velocity of the flow of warm air, which in turn 
is governed by the size of the round pipe used from 
the furnace. To increase the heating capacity of a 
warm-air register it is therefore not only necessary 
to use a pipe with a capacity per square inch greater 
than the free-air space of the register face, but to 
use a register that has very little obstruction to its 
discharge.

CLOTHES CHUTES. 





RY O. W. KOTHE. 

In all modern houses provision is made for a clothes 
chute running from the different floors to the laundry 
in the basement. This obviates carrying the clothes 
down several flights of stairs and adds to convenience 
in modern dwelling houses. The illustration Fig. 1 
shows a square or rectangular one which are usually 





edges of chute, and in this way avoid all rough edges 
where clothes might catch and stop up the chute. 

The illustration shown in Fig. 2 shows how a round 
clothes chute is constructed. For general purposes a 
round chute is more serviceable than a rectangle one, 
because round pipes offer less resistance to passing 
materials than pipes with square corners. The top is 
usually just double seamed on as shown by “D” be- 
cause when peaned as at “C” a bruise of the pipe 
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Clothes Chutes. 


12x14 or 14x14 inches in size. A set-in head is placed 
in the top similar as shown by the sectional line “A” 
and near the top an opening is cut out, which has a 
wood frame placed around it and a door fitted to it 
for closing, to prevent a draft from the basement. 
The clothes are inserted in the opening and dropped 
down to the basement floor, where they are gathered 
for the wash. Where a clothes chute is above 8 to 10 
ft. long, then a cross seam as shown by B must be 
made, and a large view of this cross seam is shown 
by “B” which has a cap strip slipped over the folded 


while lathing or plastering may disjoint the cover. 
For inserting the clothing, a square boot is usually 
attached in such a way that there is no chance for the 
clothes to catch. This is better shown by the section 
detail “E” and “F” and the pattern to the right, which 
is nothing but a straight piece of metal with half cir- 
cles cut out and laps’ allowed for seaming and riveting. 
For holding clothes chutes in place, galvanized iron 
straps can be riveted on at intervals and nailed to the 
woodwork: while sometimes it can be nailed directly 
through the pipe. This latter is not practical on ac- 
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count of the nails, liable to draw outward and offer 
obstruction to the clothes.

COLORING SOLDER LIKE BRASS. 
From J. E. Lovel, Oakland, Nebraska. 
I repair lots of brass fixtures and would like to have 
a formula for coloring solder to look like the brass. 







Ans.—The following is the method of coloring go¥ 
solder: First prepare a saturated solution of sulphate 
of copper (bluestone) in water, and apply some oj 
this on the end of a stick to the solder. On touching 
it with a steel or iron wire it becomes coppered, ang 
by repeating the experiment the deposit of copper may 
be made thicker and darker. To give thé solder , 
yellowish color, mix one part of a saturated solution 
of sulphate of copper, apply this to the coppered spot, 
and rub it with a zinc rod. The color can be still fyy. 
ther improved by applying gilt powder and polishing. 

To color tin solder yellow, it is best first to pre. 
pare a saturated solution of copper vitriol in water, dip 
an emery stick into it and touch the soldered part with 
it. Then take a piece of wire and touch the part again 
with this, by which a coppering takes place. To tum 
this yellow, take one part of a saturated solution of 
vitrio! of zinc in water mixed with two parts of a cop- 
per vitriol solution, brush the coppered spot and touch 
with a zinc rod. A brass precipitate will result. The 
color may be still further improved by burnishing with 
gold powder and polishing with polisher.

PROSPECTS FOR IMPROVED BUSINESS ARE 
BEING REALIZED. 

In spite of statements to the contrary by persons 
who undoubtedly are actuated by selfish motives, con- 
ditions in general are improving and in specific cases 
the improvement is so obvious that it is difficult to im- 
agine what the purpose of the “bear” reports can be. 

It has just recently become known that since July 
first, sales aggregating over 150,000 tons of pig iron 
were made at Buffalo. The Buffalo furnaces are well 
filled on orders and the market there is firmer than 
for some time with $13.00 as the minimum price for 
current or contract needs which is an advance of 50c 
over the quotation at which business was taken up 
until July first. 

Large interests are inquiring in various other mar- 
kets for considerable quantities and sales show mate- 
rial improvement in practically every market. 

In finished materials, the action of the American 
Steel and Wire Company in advancing its quotation on 
wire products $1.00 per ton and the advancing of 
prices on shapes, plates and bars at Pittsburgh, made 
by the Carnegie Steel Company, are other indications 
that conditions are getting better. 

The long-waited-for decision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission as to the advancing freight rates 
seems to have been discounted by the railroads which 
appear to be satisfied that they were not going to get the 
straight five per cent advance for which they asked, 
but that specific advances will be made on certain 
classifications. The opinion seems to be that such 
advances as will he granted will fall short of the five 
per cent average, but that at the present, this is the 
best that could be expected, and with this in view, the 
railroads are going ahead with such plans for recon- 
struction and enlargement as look feasible to them at 
the present time. The decision as announced by 
Chairman Harlan is expected to be reached at the end 
of this week. All forecasts that had been published 
are said by Mr. Harlan to be entirely without founda- 
tion and mere guesswork. 

The United States Steel Corporation and other 
large makers continue to report an encouraging volume 
of new business and specifications. July bookings and 
specifications foot up considerably ahead of June and 
this month’s bids fair to make one of the best records 
of the year. Operations have expanded to seventy 
per cent and show a gain of five per cent over the 
week previous. 


STEEL. 

In the Chicago market, buyers nearly of every class 
of users, are more active, and contracts and specifica- 
tions are increasing. At the present price orders are 
accepted when on advance for the last quarter and 
the first half.

The New York copper market has shown a rather 
weak tone during the week in sympathy with the dull- 
ness in London. Although the producers are still quot- 
ing $13.62Y% for Electrolytic, it is only a nominal quo- 
tation as there are practically no buyers in sight. 

The custom house returns for the month so far are 
21.521 tons, showing an average of 1242 tons per day. 

The New York metal exchange reports closing 
prices of standard copper as follows: $13.25-$13.50 
for spot delivery, July, August and September.

Rather heavy buying in New York on Friday last 
week caused an advance of 12%c but the higher prices 
evidently scared buyers off so that sales during the 
early part of the week have been few and far between.

Matthew Addy & Company’s Market Report, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, July 25, 1914: 


There is undoubtedly a better tone to the market this 
week. There may be no marked improvement in actual con- 
ditions but there is certainly a better feeling. 

Perhaps the most notable feature is the large sales that 
have recently come to light in the Buffalo district. It is re- 
ported that at least 150,000 tons have been booked, and that 
now the furnaces there are stiffening in their ideas of price. 
Inquiry is broader, and during the week a number of good- 
sized orders have been placed for foundry iron. The recent 
sale of 15,000 tons basic iron in Indiana has brought out some 
new inquiries, but of course these may only be “feelers.” There 
are not as many “hold-ups” on deliveries as might be ex- 
pected at this time of the year, and the fact that there are so 
many requests to trace shipments indicates that in most cases 
foundrymen are not carrying large stock on their yards. 

There is quite an improvement in finished steel, and in 
some instances prices have been advanced. 

There is really nothing to brag about, but it seems that 
more interest is being shown. Buyers are no doubt beginning 
to realize that prices have gone about as low as possible, and 
that with the curtailed production of today any decided in- 
quiry and buying will bring about an advance.
